Washington, Aug. 20— Proposed 
amendments to the food control act, 
authorizing the President to fix whole- 
sale and retail prices of captain com- 
modities were strongly opposed today 
by Attorney General Palmer appear- 
ing before the house agriculture com- 
mittee to urge speedy enactment of 
additional laws to help rednce the 
cost of livbig. Palmer, sai^d soeh 
executive power was too drastic > but 
armed with an anti-profiteering law 
applicable to wearing apparl, fuel 
and fertiliier, with heavy penalties, 
Palmer told the committee the de- 
parment of justice could obtain 
specific indictments in various cities 
which "would make unnecessary a 
fight against high inriees.'' 



MEXICAN PAPER UP IN THE AIR 
Mexico City, August 20— The Mex- 
ican government has announced tiuit 
American troops crossed the border in 

a bulletin issued last night, but has 
given no indication of its attitude. 
The newspaper EI Universal demands 
an opportunity to be^eard "before 
being outraged.^' It calls on Mexicans 
to contribute to the defense of their 
country and announces that the Eng- 
lish printed section of the paper will 
be discontinued until the Americans 
leave Mexico.

^Washington, August 20— Gen Per- 
shing has cabled the war department 
that the ifiodies of American soldiers 
who died abroad should be left near 
where tiiey fell. He says he believes if

felves they would wish to be left un- 
disturbed where they fought the last 
flffht." 



LouisTille Straei Cftra Are Not 
Running and Fight Promises 
To Become Bitter. 

(By AHHOcIatPd Pip.sa) 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 20 — Prac- 
tically no street cars are running 
here today as a result of the 
strike of street railway employes 

for recognition of the union. One 
guard was assaulted by a crowd 
and seriously hurt. Today police 
reports show increased acts of 
violence, including cutting of 
trolley wires and poles, spiking 
switches- A negro fired at one 
car. 

At another point a crowd bom- 
barded a motorman and police es- 
cort with overripe tomatoes. 

Sixty thousand men and wo- 
men walked, "taxied"' or "truck- 
ed" to their places of employment 
in Louisville after they found 
the street car system to be par 
alyzed. 

Union leaders conducting the 

strike express themselves as 
pleased with the strike. 

Indications are the- men are de 
te'rmined to insist on a new con 
tract, recognizing the principle of 
the "closed shop." 

This is the only cause of dis- 
pute between tbe men and their 
employes it was asserted. Con- 
^rees have agreetTon the ques- 
tion of wages and working condi- 
tions. 

The General Council adopted 
unanimously a resolution calling 
on the Mayor and members of 
the Board of Public Safety to re- 
new negotiations aiming at a set- 
tlement of the strike. An or- 
dinance was passed by the lower 
board to prevent police acting as 
guards- on cars operated by the 
company, but the measure was 
defeated by the upper board. 

A feature of the' strike is the 
interest the women are showing. 
They aided pickets throughout 
the day, and pleaded with non- 
union men leaving the barns n< 
to lake out their cars. At 28th 
street and Broadway, a woman 
attacked a motorman with an 
umbrella when he refused to heed 
her entreaties. At 27th and Ches- 
iiut streets two young girls sent a 
car back to the barn after having 
hurled brickb' through the win- 
dows. 

Louisville street ear strikers at- 
tacked two Courier-Jouraal report- 
ers on the jrround that the C-J is 
unfidr to the strike. The reporters 
had Warrants issued ^or a polieemaa 
who is charged with having clubbed 
them.

Senate Pittman said the resolution is 
in line with the president's suggestion 
yesterday that if reservations are 
made, they should not be embodied in 
the resolution of ratification which 
might make new negotitiations neces- 
sary. The reservations proposed deal 
witii the right of withdrawal from the 
league, article 10, domestic questions 
and the monroe doctrine. *

$100 SALARY FOR TEACHERS 



Recommended As Minimum 
Pay By Dr. McDovgle 



Ways and means for obtaining 
higher salaries for Kentucky teachers 
were discussed at the opening session 
of the Jefferson County Teachers' In- 
stitute at Louisville. 

Dr. E. C. McDougle, dean of East- 
em Kentucky State Normal, Richmond 
•fy., spoke on 'Better Salaries foi 
Better Sendee",, pointing out that 
with higher pay would come greater 
teaching efficiency. He said teachers 
are forming cpuaty federations for the 
4)urpose of getting legislation through 
authorizing increases in school iasid 
levies to enable paynfeat of higher 
.salaries. 

"We will not strike, nor do we in- 
tend to threaten the public," said 
Prof. McDougle. "Our intentionH^ to 
mould pnblle sentiment in onr favor, 
and to give the public a square deal 
and we expect the same." 

Prof. McDougle reconunended $100 
a month as the minimum wage for 
teachers. He said he was glad to 
learn that teachers of Jefferson coun- 
ty were organizing to get higher pay.

I notice in a recent edition of the 
Daily Regrister4he passing of John, or 
as he was familiarly called "Johnnie" 
McBride, who was the last of Erin's 
native sons in our county. This man 
is worthy of more than, a passing note 
because he was the last of a type so 
familar in central Kentucky in the 
past. Such names Horine, Roach, 
Powers, Curren, Moynahan, Buckley 
and numy others are famiUar to our 
ears. Johniiie MeBride represented 
the last of a group who came to our 
state during the century and were so 
instrumental in building the turn- 
pikes which have made Kentucky 
famous. They Miilt the roads and 
their wives collected the toll. 

Jolmnie McBride lutd all the racy 
humor for which Ids (race is noted, 
and the man who played at wits with 
him stood a poor show to come out 
ahead. He once' threatened to leave 
his church, and "jine" tlie Pond 
c^urcli, saying '^t is mneh nearer and 
a dom sight cheaper." Many are the 
amusing stories told of him and they 
will be rememhered as long as those 
who knew liim live. * 

Another eharaeteristic of this race 
was their Americanism. While they 
never, even to the tliird generation, 
have lost their love for Ireland they 
are Americans to the core. They are 
generally Demoerats, but so strong 
are their personal lik^s and dislike.s 
that the writer has Imown nearly all 
of the Old Timers to vote for a Re- 
publican. 

They cannot be said to be a frugal 

race — although McBride was an ex- 
ception — because their • love of 
pleasure over.shadowed their love of 
accumulation. Ihey were .essential- 
ly con'^vial and social, and were 
against prohibition, because from the 
days of Tom Moore, they enjoyed both 
songs and toddies. They, as a race 
loved* music, «nd since the earliest 
settlements of Kentucky the "Iriab 
Fiddler" has been proverbial. Of all 
the races whi(:h have become a part of 
our civilatioh none has been more 
useful, more patriotic, or have been 
assimilated so easily. ' 

Johnnie McBride had all the 
charateristic of liis race. , 

He died in fall communion in the 
Church of his fathers.

OF TEACHER'S WORK. 



Address By Nomoal President 
FeatoTM Tuesday Aftemoon 
* Session of Instttote. 



An address' by President T- 
Coates, of Eastern Normal, was 
the 'feature of the aftemoon ses- 
sion of the Madison county teach- 
ers' institute Tuesday. Dr. 
Coates followed the musical pro- 
gram led by Dr; Myers' which 
was greatly enjoyed as usual. Dr.' 
Coates gave the worth of the 
work of the teachers under the 
following heads : 

We mould ourselves and our 
work at the same time. 

Our minds grow just as we en- 
gage ourselves' with larger and 
larger problems. 

Human action is controlled by 
motive ; to control action we 
must furnish a motive. 

We should have better schools 
and to better these schools we 
must know definitely the difficul- 
ties'. 

Schools must have a definite 
standard, for without a., standard 
you cannot measure a school. 

Institutes are held to better the 

schools. 

Immediately after Dr. Coates, 
Prof. H. H- Brock gavf a short 
and to the point talk on the rural 
schools and what they should do 
for the girls and boys of today. 

Prof. Eugene Spurlock, of the 
Kirksville High School, gave a 
short talk on grammar, which 
was followed by Prof. Eubank on 
language and composition. Ad- 
jourtynent was then taken to 
Wednesday. 

The teachers, as enthusiastic in 
their work as at the initial session 
began their work Wednesday 
morning with devotional exercis- 
es conducted by Dr. Myers, im- 
mediately followed by a musical 
number. Afther this Instructor 
Prof. Eubank, took charge of dis- 
posing of the program in such an 
interesting manner that tin; time 
passed rapidly. Ten o'clock came 
so quickly that only a few mo- 
ments were given for a recess 
period, after which Dr. Myers 
gave a description of the battle of 
Gettysburg as' witnessed by him- 
self. This was indeed a treat 
wholly unexpected and was indel- 
ibly impressed upon the minds of 
all present- 
Mr. Eubank finished the morn- 
ing's work by having the roll call- 
ed, finding the larger part of the 
teachers' present.
